A COLLEGE EDUCATION 


NATIONAL 


This is the time of year when parents with 
children in the Senior Class in High School 
begin to worry about getting that boy or girl 
into college.’ 

Perhaps some have already made arrangements, 
but many have not, and are frankly worrying. 

The United States Navy offers a college 
course that is worthy of consideration. It is, 
in fact, the finest way we know of, for a youth 
of moderate means to go through college. 

Each year, in a dozen colleges in the United 
States, there are a hundred or so students ta- 
king the United States Naval Reserve Officers 
Training Course, popularly known as NROTC. 

Tuition is paid by the government, and so 
are fees and books, and in addition the student 
is paid $600 a year. 

The student has the choice of several col- 
leges, and after completing the four years he 
is commissioned in the US Navy or the US Marine 
Corps. Young men wif0 are at least 17 years old 
and not over 21 on July 1, 1962, are eligible. 

Our local High School Guidance Counselor, Mr 
Hamilton, has the full details. Parents should 
see that their sons are aware of the opportuni- 
ty. Applications must be filed no later than 
November 17, 1961, for the competitive examina- 
tion to be held on December 9th.

With the Wilmington line piay- 
ing its best offensive game of 
the year, the Wilmington High 
School Eleven defeated the Scar- 
let Knights of North Andover by 
a score of 26 to 6, saturday, on 
the home field. 
Capt. Eddie Woods and his fel- 
low linesmen repeatedly opened 
up holes in the No. Andover line 
for the Wilmington backs, who 
swept through, and also around 
the ends almost unhampered. 
The win put Wilmington on top 
of the Lowell Suburban League, 
with five wins and a tie, the 
only unbeaten team in the league 
Wilmington has only to defeat 
vewksbury in the Thanksgiving 
pay game to be the undisputed 
champions of the league - for 
the first time since the league 
was formed in 1955.
